Oberlin, O., May 14.—The memorial 


arch erected to the memory of the 
thirteen missionaries of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, Boston 
who suffered matyrdom in China, in 
1900, was dedicated here today. Rev 
Judzon Smith, D. D., of Boston, secre- 
tary of the American Board, presided 
The dedicatory address was delivered 
by Rev. Prank S. Fitch, D. D., of Buf 
falo. 


The memorial is located on the Ob 


erlin college campus. The arch spans 
the walk, and through it each day 
pass the larger part of the studeni 
body of Oberlin college 
The corner 


stone was laid October 16th. 1902 
The arch is a magnificent structure 01 
:niff Indiana limestone 
The centra! 


arch has on either side a colonade 
extending out about 50 feet, there be 
ing six columns on each side 


This is concave as one looks at it 


from the west side. On each side ol 
the passageway, which is about 10 feel 
wide by 18 feet high, are placed two 
bronze tablets, containing the names 
of the martyrs. Above the archway 
there are two granite tablets, bearing 
appropriate inscriptions.

EDUCATION 


Was the Theme of the Inaugural Ad- 


dress of Oberlim's Heir President. 


May 14.—Th« inauguration 


at Henry C. King, D. D., as president 
of Oberlin college, ocurred yestettSmj. 
The inaugural procession was Uw 
most ssarked feature of the cereeae- 
ate*. 
Tbe proccsalOB consisted *of 


about three thousand persons, of 
whom nearly half were students. 


The presidency was formally trans- 


ferred to Mr. King by Hon. J. G. W. 
Cowles, of Cleveland, and accepted by 
the new incumbent. Addresses were 


by Dean Bosworth, Presl 


dent W. G. Frost, of Berea College, 
Ky.. D. B. Cooper, of the senior class, 
and President Tucker, of Dartmouth 
College. 


"The primacy of the person in col- 


lege 
education" 
was the theme 


of 
the 
inaugural 
address 
of 


the new president. Henry Churchill 
King 
D. D. 
In 
part 
he 
said 


•concerning the agitated relations of 
the roffiossn school, the high school, 
the college and the university: 


"Our difficulties begin when we try 


to <i«5ti€" more narrowly just what is to 
5>e mduded in 
our 
first 
group of 


schools, exactly what education is in- 
dispensable that one may become a 
useful member of society. Virtually 
we seem to have decided that indis- 
pensable education is covered in our 
primary and grammar grades; for the 
majority do not go further, and com- 
pulsory education does not require 
more. And yet with practical unan- 
imity, the United States have decided 
that the state is justified in furnishing, 
and. indeed, is bound to furnish, that 
smaller number of its children who 
are willing and able to take further 
achooJtiis. opportunities to continue 
for thre*j or four years longer in stud- 
ies of so-call«d 'secondary' grades. 


"The state can jv.stiry this proced- 


ure only upon Use ground that such 
further Htudy prejiares still better for 
cstixensbip. and that it is of value to 
the state that, even a much smaller 
number should have this better prepa- 
ration; or upon the practical ground 
that the secondary 
education fur- 


nishes the knowledge and trainin

of the whole upon the individual. Of 
these are not given in some

measure, then whatever the intellect- 
ual results, in just so far, from the 
point of view of 
the state, public 


school education is a failure. Since, 
in America the school children are all 
In homes, the American public school 
teacher has, quite naturally, not re- 
garded himself as primarily charged 
with anything but the 
intellectual 


training of the child. Other training 
has been largely intellectually takrm 
up only so far as the order of the 
school demanded, or as it was inevi- 
tably involved in the situation. Even 
so. the moral training lias been by no 
means unimportant. But it may be 
doubted if there is any 
change in 


public school education so important 
today as that the teacher should plain- 
ly recognize that his real responsibil- 
ity is to train his charges to be useful 
members of society, with all that that 
implies 
Uet the child and the parent 


and the teacher all alike understand 
that the state undertakes the free edu- 
cation of all its children just because 
it holds hopes thus to prove them to 
be valuable members or a free people; 
ami that what ever is necessary to 
that end, provided he docs not violate 
individual convenience, is within the 
function of the public school. This 
means, of course, that it is the busi- 
ness of the. public school to teach liv- 
ing as well as studies. But with the 
recognition ol the broader function of 
the public schools, with the neces- 
sary acknowledgement 
of the real 


broadening even-on 
UK- intellectual 


JSde of the technical and*professional 
courses, and with the present common 
admission of the da,!.;;er of a -special- 
ism not broadly based, is the distinct 
function of the college, clearer, or has 
it rather been taken on by tho other 
members of the educational system.
